The lYliiiiilobii Troll l>I<>s, 

According to published reports of the 
proceedings of the rnion Coiiveni imi now 
in session at Winnipeg the people of that 
province have act their hearts on a r.iilway 
to Hudson's bay. Tin,' federal leiiishiliire 
has chartered two companies to build 
railways to that sea, wliicii, with tli", 
strait of Hudson, may be navigable with 
' difficulty aomething over three monlha in 
the year. To the companies, which it is 
now proposed to amalgamate, grants of 
land, much of it of tloubtful value, have 
been made. The mad, whether it ran !o 
tlio mouth of the >i'elson or of the Church- 
ill river, would cost §20,000,000. The 
great mistake which the advocates of this 
road make is in oomptvring the distance on 
an ice-encumbered sea to the distance on 
a sea free from ice. The real finestion is 
not what is the relative distance from 
New York or Halifax to Liverpool and 
Fort Nelsiui to Liverpool, but h^w lon^ 
will it take to make the passage on either 
route. Thu federal government has not 
yet made, and is not likely to make, any 
money grant in aid of a railway to Hud- 
son's bay. It has undertaken to send on 
an iron steamer to test the navigable 
(lUalities of the bay and si rails uf Hudson 
and it has done so in the belief thai sev- 
eral years uf e.xiieriiiieiit will be lu'cessary 
before it will bo possible to obtain a body 
of facta that would authorize decisive 
action. Bu*. thia admissiiui carries with 
it a condemnation of the preeiiiifate action 
of the legislature in granling. at I he iii- 
atance of the goveriinieiit, lauds in aid of 
two railways to lludsnn's bay.

In the Thraslier case Mr. Justice 
Stronc delivered tlie judi^ineiit of the 
Supi'onie Court to-diiy. The judgment of 
cover is aijainiit both dufeiidanta for eighty 
thousand dollars with costs, and cosls of 
appeal, Mr. Jii.slico Taschereau dissent- 
ing, as to the ]\Ioodyville Conipiiiiy. 

The case is now appealed by de- 
fendants to the Privy Council in Eiiy 
land. 

TUK INCIIlK.Vl' Ki;rAI.I.i;i). 

As the case is one whicli e.xcitod very great 
interest, and the actual oircumstaiicus on 
which it is founded and have given rise to 
proloiiyod legal proceedings, occurred on 
t!ie 14tli .luly, 1880. It may bo well in 
eoniioctiun with the recent decision by 
the supreme court at Ottiuva, t(j give a 
brief summary of tlie facta. 'I'he ship 
Thrasher was an Amorican vessel, of lul l 
tons register, and was owned by Arlhur 
Sowell, Robert Bosworth, Joseph Small, 
Alpheiis P. Boyd, Jaa. A. iMcLcllaii and 
others of Uatli, .Maine. 'I'lio vessel com 
luanded by Robert Bosworth arrived in 
Koyal Unads '-'Ist May, 1880, in ballast, 
bound to Nanainio, there to load coal for 
San Francisco. Being in need of a tug 
boat to tow licr to destination, the Ciip- 
tain on May 22nd agreed with Mr. Saun- 
ders, as agent of the "British Columbia 
Towing and Traiis|n'rtation Comiiany, 
limited," to tow tlio Tiirasher to JS'auai- 
ino, and so soon as she was loaded to tow 
licr toOape Flattery, the service to bo per- 
formed for §G00. The Thrasher was ac- 
cordingly towed to Nanainio by the 
steamer Beaver. 

The Thrasher finished loading at Na 
naiino, and was ready for sea about the 
ii'ith July. Shortly before that Capt. 
Ooaworlh wrote to Mr. H. Saunders fur 
a tug to tow the ship to Cape Flattery in 
VJiirsuanco of their contract. The 
Thrasher wa.i loaded with 2G00 tons of 
coal and drew 2-1 feet of water. Captain 
B,osw(irth asked for the steamer Alex- 
ander. Mr. Saunders wrote to hay that 
tlio Alexander, not being available, he 
would send two other tugs, the Pilot and 
iho Beaver. Neither of these vesaols, 
liDWever, were ready on the \'M\\ July 
when the Thrasher was ready for sea, but 
in tiie evening uf that day the steamer 
Ktta White caine to iS'anaimn, and the 
master, Henry Smith, told tlie captain of 
thu 'J'hrasher that he had been sent up to 
tow that vessel down in conjunction with 
the Beaver. The Etta White was owned 
by the Moodyville Saw Mill 
Oompany. The captain of the 
Thrasher olijectcd to the Etta While 
;iH lie did not know anything about her 
power. On the 14tli .luly, the Beaver ar- 
rived at Nanaimo in charge of James 
Christcnaon, and about 7 o'clock p. in., 
the Beaver took the hawser of the Thrash- 
er and the Etta While passed her hawser 
to the Beaver, and the two tug boats with 
the consent of Capt. Bosworth, com- 
menced to tow the Thrasher down the 
Straits fif (ioorgia towards Cape Flattery, 
the Etta White being the foremost tug . 
At the comineiicomeiit of the tow the 
weather was clear and calm. It is said 
no directions as to the course to be taken 
were given by the captain of theTlirasber, 
or by any one on behalf of the tow to the 
tugs, beyond a general direction to tow to 
Cape Flattery. . The weather was clear 
and calm on the evening in question and 
about 10 o'clock the night was bright and 
starry, when, without any warning, tlie 
sliil) Thrasiier ran on a reef of rocks 
unknown, near a group known as Oabriola 
Reef, in Ilie (liilf of (leorgia. The own- 
ers of the vessel spent large a.ums in en- 
deavoring to get the ship ofT the rocks, 
but without avail, and after some two 
years she finally di.s.ippeared.

All action was accordingly comnie.'.-ced 
by the owners <4 the shii) against the 
British Columbia Towing and Transpor- 
tation Company, and the Moodyville Saw 
Mill Co. in the Supreme Court before 
Chief Justice Begbie, who on July 11th, 
1881, gave a verdict in favor of the defen- 
dants witli coats, the anuiunt claimed by 
the plaintitls being ,^80,000 damage.^. 
Jlr. Thco. Davio appeared for plaintiil's;

Oompany. 

The ease was appealed and afterwards 
brought up before the full court, consist 
ing of Sir Mathew B. Begbie, C. J., and 
Justices Crease and (!ray. On the Itlth 
April, 1882, judgment was delivered by 
the court conliriniiig the judgment of the 
Chief Justice, Judge Gray dissenting its 
far as the Towing Co., but assenting as to 
the Moodyville Company. A notice of 
appeal to Ottawa was then given by plaiu- 
tifl's on the 20th Aiiril. The case was 
argued before the Suiucme Court of 
Canada last year but no judgment ren- 
dered until last Saturday.

THE nOMINION LICENSE ACT. 

The conllict certain to arise between 
the Provinces and,the Dominion as to the 
jurisdiction in ruation to the License 
Act will be a serioua one. The Ontario 
Government 8re';^alreidy moyingliiti the 
matter and notice haa' been^given' in the 
House that resolutions will bo introduced 
by a member of the Cabinet, looking to 
the imposition of double fees upon liquor 
licenses issued under the Doininiun Act. 
The Cilobo says the action of the Ciovern- 
ment will meet the approval of everybody 
except the licensees and the enemies of 
the Province. There is no doubt what- 
ever of the right of the Province to levy 
whatever ta.^ it pleases upon liquor li- 
censes: no doubt the Province has "ex- 
clusive control" over the subject ; and lui 
doubt that even the centralizing (lovern- 
ment at Ottawa will think twice befure it 
ventures upon such a manifest iisiirjiaticn 
of Provincial rights as would be the dis- 
allowance of tho Act imposing the license 
fees. The taking of this step proves that 
tho Ontario Government is not going to 
stand idly by while the liquor trade is 
thrown into confusion by the intruding 
legislation of Ottawa. As everybody 
knows, the liquor trade in Ontario is at 
present better regulated tlian is the trade 
in any other country in which it is per- 
mitted to o.xist. Independent testimony 
to the efficacy of the Crooks Act has been 
given from toe many quarters to leave 
this open to doubt. The Governiucnt 
which has brought tho trade to this satis 
factory state may conlideutly he trusted 
not to allow any usurpation of its aullmri- 
ty to the prejudice of the public safety, 
and to the imperilling of tho fruits of 
years of earnest aiitl skillful labours. 
The same paper futther says: We are 
glad to see that some of the waidons of 
counties and mayors of cities have too 
much respect for the Municipal Law, un- 
der which they hold office, to take any 
part in the administration of the Doniin 
ion li([Uor license law. Nothing can be 
clearer than the onactnioiil which di»- 
qualilies all who have to do with the re 
tail liquor traffic from serving as meinber.s 
of municipal councils. Section 77 of the 
Municipal Act says distinctly and without 
(|ualitication that " no innkeeper, nr 
saloon keeper, or shop keeper licensed to 
sell spirituous li(iuors by retail, no licen.se 
commissioner or inspector of licen.ses, 
shall be qualified to be a member of the 
council or any municipal corporation." 

Those wardens and mayors who, in the 
face of this emphatic and recent definition 
of their duties by tho Legislature, perai.st 
in acting as license comiiiissioiior.t under 
the McCarthy \ct, really .sot at delianee 
the law under which they hold their muni- 
cipal oflices, and they may expect to lie 
sharply taken to task for their misguided 
/.eal. That same law fortunately pro 
vides the machinery for ejecting tiiein 
from positions for occupying which they 
have deliberately disqualified themselves. 
Section 177 of the Municipal Act of 188.'{ 
reads as follows: 

" In the event of any member of any 
municipal council forfeiting his sent at 
the council or his right thereto, or of hi.s 
becoming disqualitiod to hold his seat, or 
of his seat becoming vacant by disqiialili- 
catioii or otherwise, he shall forthwith 
vacate his scat, and in the event of his 
omitting to do so at any time after his 
election, proceedings by quo- warranto to 
unseat any such member, as provided by 
sections 185 to 206, both inclusive, of this 
Act may be had and taken, and such sec- 
tions shall, for the purposes of such |)ro- 
ceedings, apply to such forfeiture, dis- 
qualification, or vacancy. " 

Sections 185-20(i regulate the mode of 
procedure in the trial of controverted 
municipal elections, so that any mayor or 
warden who accepts the ufhco license com- 
miasionor can bo pr(jceeded against just 
as if he had been wrongfully elected in 
January last. In a matter of this kind 
where feelings run high on account i>f 
tho unnecessary, unwarrantable, and un 
justifiable interference of the Dominion 
I'arliament with the municipal institutions 
of the Provinces, those municipal officers 
who transgress the Provincial law iumhI 
expect no qiiai'ter. It may he saf(dy re- 
garded as a certainty that proceedings 
will be taken to unseat them in every in- 
stance, and if they are wise tliey will look 
carefully into the matter before making 
thcinaolves liable to the penalty. 



Northwest milling: IS'oivs. 

.\ incinber of tho common.s in moving 
for certain relurns in reference to mining 
matters in tho Northwest said: Tlie 
knowledge that there were exceedingly 
valuable deposits of minoruls on the east- 
ern skipe fif the Rocky Mountains hail 
induced many prospectors and explorers 
to seek that region. YcX there were im 
mining regulations, and with the rapid in- 
flux of othcra in the .spring, confusion, if 
nothing else, would en.sue. Then' «eie 
already people that claimed riglirs in that 
district which they could not fairly make. 
Miners wore much dissatisfied, and he 
spoke on behalf of many who had written 
to him asking him to do what he could t<i 
urge this matter upon the attention of ihe 
(ioveriinient. A miner who went into 
the mountains ond undorwent the hard- 
.ships and dangers incident to the work of 
exploring and prospecting was, (jf all 
men, entitled to the coiiaideratinn of the 
G(jveriiniciit. He liail been intnrnied 
that aonio companies claimed the title 
of land of ICO acres or 1520 acres, and 
warned |)rospectors away. If the title 
had been given in fee simple to the land 
aud.all it contained, it was contrary to the 
mining laws of any country in tht! worlii, 
and should be changed at onc(,'. No claim 
shouldbe alhiwed uinie than 1,,"jOO feel 
by 200 feet. lie hoped the Premier 
would make a statement at once which 
wiiiild relieve the prospectors of an.xiely 
on tliia subject. The same gentleman, 
.Mr. Lester, of Lainbton, further said he 
boliovcd the British Colniiihia mining 
laws were tho best on the continent, and 
he hoped the (iovernment had based the 
new rcgulationa largely on thuao laws. In 
rejily Sir John Macdoiiakl said that the 
mining regulations were issued last year, 
but after further investigation into the 
laws of Australia, tho United States, and 
Novia Scotia another, set had been pre- 
pared by the De|)artmeiit ivhicii would Ije 
announced, he believed, in the next issue 
of tho ( lazotte.

To rm-; EoiTOlt: — In aeekiug for a rem- 
edy for the evil.H of the liquor trafiic, there 
are only three alternatives from which to 
choose, viz, unrestricted sale, license, ond 
prohibition. The rum-seller from his 
standpoint bolievoa ill license. The num- 
ber of tliosft who aro steadily parting coiu- 
paiiy with him and holding that total pro- 
hibition is thu only true attitude for the 
State ia rapidly growing. The Woinun's 
Christian Teriiperancu Union movanieut 
is a unit ill its refusal to liold with -what 
the ruiii-seller believes to bo tho best for 
his business. ' It is an axiom with them 
that what ia good for the liquor dealers' 
trade is bad for the people. Who has the 
temerity to dispute the juatnes.s of their 
verdict? This verdict of the rapidly grow- 
ing \Y. C. T. U. ia quietly but surely ad- 
jiialiiig the noose upon tho respectability 
of the runi.sellers' trade. 

'i his new pervasive aggreaaivo Woman's 
movement, will be ridiculed and resisted 
for a time by the barbarous element atill 
lingering in the blood of our civilization, 
but will ultiina'tely issue from the contlct 
with ennobled womanhood and with a re- 
cord of aidiievomouts that will win the 
grateful plaudits of a liber.itod people, 
'riio herenleaii power nursed by this inove- 
iiiout is destined to strangle tho respecta 
bilily so long inaintaiiied by the liquor 
traffic niid by drinking customs, in popu- 
lar esteem. For this reason, it is dreaded 
by tho liquor fraternity more than all 
other agencies in this reform. Let uu in- 
quire why it ia the drink traffic, ao un- 
neccBsaary, SI) iiic;ilculably waaielul, such 
a friiiti!!! source of crime, destitiitiiMi and 
woe, ceutiinies to bo tolerated us it ia, and 
is accorded that degree of rospoctability 
which it i.s atill perinittod t(j retain. 

One of the priiiiury causes of this 
doiiblleas is the persistency of long ealab- 
liahed habits of popular thought associ 
atod with inherited and familiar customa. 
Freiii these habits, happily, the public 
mind la raiiidly litfODining diaeiichanted . 
In prilpnrtion as tlio morality of tho truf- 
tic is invest igatOLl in the light of its na- 
ture and results, ia it gradually sinking 
into disrepute. It ia now fairly in tho 
crucible and its olaims must be aubinilted 
to a Icat as scrutiiii/.iiig as a chemical an- 
aly.ais . 

.\iiotber bnttroaa of the biiaiiiess is tho 
fact that it is furiuixlly recociniiied by the 
law as a lugitiniato trade. If I were to 
gravely aver, that to legalize a tiling does 
not cluinge its inherent nature, I should 
owe ail apohigy to coramoii intelligence; 
and yet no one can doubt that by this 
means (jf legislation a putciit spell ia 
thrown uiioii ilio public mind in favor 
of a naturally debasing om|)Uiyiiient and 
traffic. 

A third cause that keop.s tho respecta- 
bilil y of thi.s Inisiiicas from fallini; into 
riiMiH, i.i its aaaociation with other lines uf 
liiiHiiieatt which arc really in tlieiiLselves 
resjioctaljie. It ia mostly connected with 
hotel keeping for tho accommodation of 
I lie pulilic, and with the grocery business. 
These are nece.s.sary as well as respectable. 
The liquor departiiioiit is iiflt necessary to 
either of them. It however gets the 
buiiefit of the a.sa.iciatioii and thus esciipea 
the ordeal of being tried upon its own 
merits . 

Vet one more reaatui why public aenti- 
iiiciit e.xtunds tolerance to tltis legalized 
bane and hesitates to mete out to it meri- 
ted condemnation, ia from the fact that 

such cimdeiniiation moat from the ver)' 
nature of things (.•nny those engaged in 
the business, high and low, into tlio aaino 
obloquy. Hence, men naturally hositato . 
Nevertheless the logic of ovouts moves on 
and what the individual voice scarcely has 
the hardihood to utter against 
a fellow-maii. the li(iuor dealer infers and 
writhes Uciieatli the implied uceusatioii. 
lli'Uri.-, in pmportiiiii as agitation goes on, 
the ImsiiK'ss drifts int{i llio bunds of a lower 
and still lowi'r idiis« every year. .Su(di 
would not lie the carte, if the triillie, troni its 
very naltne aud results, like any honorable 
trade, could win iiedfiitiiils of respect- 
ability. 

Tiikc away Ihese adventitious snp])orts, 
to wliirh 1 have referred, and the lif[Uortiiittic 
would ipiiekly fall into n heap of ruins, in 
piiUlic I'StciMu. 

. A b^lsilu■s^; wbicli is open to swch grave 
iiiul unanH\v( ral)li' charges as this is, and 
that has tovai.'^c in its defense tho cry of 
abstract rights, wln-re justifying merits 
oii;,'lil to hv fort-liromiug, is lighting :i losiug 
battle. Tliat inelinalion aud iiigoiinity can 
liud rt-'usons in its favor, is not to bo won- 
dered at; but reason and siilllcioiit roasoiiN 
fur it^i survival, are two ditVerciit things.

Iloiiiiiiioii Alliance, 

A iiiuetiiig of the members of tho House 
of Comnioiia and Dominion Alliance was 
recently held in Ottawa, at which, 
amongst others, wore present, Messrs. 
Foster, (chairman) Kirke, Burpee, Shakes- 
peare, Fishor, King, Scriver and Itobort- 
Bon, and Senatora Vidal and MoClellan. 
It waa resolved to aubinit tho following 
rosuluLioii to the commona: 

"That this house ia of the opinion that 
the right and moat effectual legislative 
remedy for theae evils ia to be found in 
tho unactment and enforcomoiit of a 
law proliibiting the importation, manu- 
facture, and sale of litpiors for bevorago 
purposes." 

Mr. McCranoy (Halton) eulogised tho 
Scott act, saying it worked oxcollontly. 
He road statistics obtained from the com- 
misaioner, showing that there wore 42 
hotels in the country before tho Scott 
!ict, and §100,000 worth of liipior sold an- 
nually in tho country, and that now only 
S10,()00 worth is sold, being a saving of 
S-1 per head. 

Several membora exprosaod the belief 
that if tho guvorninent took the matter up 
aa a moaaure it would rocoivo atrong aup- 
port from both sides of tho house. 

Mr. Kualer reminded the meeting that 
the Alliance had sent a deputation to the 
govorninent laataummor with reference to 
the matter. Tho government assured 
tham that prohibition was a question over 
which they had no control of their fol- 
lowers. Even Mr. Mackenzie had asanr- 
od tho Alliance that it would bo fniitluas 
to urge prohibition then. 

Mr. Burpee moved, seconded by Mr. 
Shakospcare, the following amondmenl, 
which waa carried: "Whoroaa an act 
known aa the Scott Act was pasaod and be- 
came law in 1878, c<nitaiiiing tha princi- 
ple of local prohibition, and ia a great ad- 
vance on all former legislation, and this 
act, in the counties where the friends of

The Kiissiaiis and ITIcrv. 

The announcement that the Ilusaians 
havo come lo an arrangement with the 
main body of tho Turcoman tribes, by 
which tho authority of the Groat White 
Czar is to bo accepted in their ill-famed 
stronghold of Motv, has been received 
in this country with au amount of indif- 
ference that would not have been credited 
only a few years .ago. It waa an accepted 
maxim with those who regarded tho Rus- 
aiaii advance in Central Asia with the 
liveliest feolinga of apprehension, that the 
only reapcnao which England could make 
to a Muscovite possession of Merv, svas 
tho placing of a garrison in thu citadel of 
Hor;it. Events have for some time moved 
steadily in tho direction, of showing that 
the occupation of Merv : in one^ form or 
another waa inevitable, that ita defence 
could not, practically speaking, be at- 
tempted, ami that the consequence of its 
falling to Russia would be far less impor" 
taut than had been issumed. Tho Eng- 
liah pooplo, with the profound political in- 
stinct which, despite inconaistoiicies of 
expression, forma the basia of their charac- 
ter, had realised these facts on the mor- 
row of the lato General ScobelelTa victory 
at Geok Tepeh. The utility of repeating 
tho vain remonatrancos of Lorda Granville 
and Derby ton years ago, waa aeon to 
havo van lulled, and it only remained for 
our Foreign Office to meiiauro the exact 
importance of the step, when it' came to 
bo completed, and to decide what pre- 
cautiona wore necessary to avert aomo of 
the perila of a strong military power being 
ostabliahed on the hordera of vaguo and 
not clearly defined frontiera, and in faco 
of turbulent china owning no recognized 
authority. The aignificance of the accept- 
ance by the Merv chiefs of Russian outh- 
ority ia not however, to be altogether de- 
nied, because England ia diaposed to ac- 
cept the fact with a certain amount of 
complacency; and while allowing to llua- 
aia tha^ she has at least shown a deairo to 
aavo appearancea by tho refusal to follow 
up the victory at Geok Tepeh, as General 
Scobeletf wished to do, with the immediate 
occupation of Merv, the conaeqiiencos of 
thia event will havo to bo promptly taken 
into account and provided for. We are 
satisfied for the nioineiit to recall the con- 
sistent deularationa of Russian Ministers 
and statesmen that tho poaaeaaion of Merv 
would give them their main object — the 
best line of communication between 
Turkestan and the Caspian — and that 
with its attainment thoir role of conquest 
in Central Asia would reach its coiiclu-

So much lias recently been written in 
condenitition of the "masher," that a 
few words on the other side of the quea 
toin will not be ami.ss.

There is no doubt that many girls are 
lacking in that modesty which would 
entitle them to consideration. With 
these the street flirtation, frequently 
resulting in aquaintance, is a great 
frolic; but these very girls would as- 
sume a manner not in accord'with their 
character eouhl they see them.selvps as 
others see them. Very few girls wish 
to be considfirnd faat, yet they can by a 
certain recklessiio.ss of conduct while 
ill public places easily earn the appel- 
atioii. 'J'liey may not be guilty of any 
crime, but they will as certainly lose 
the re.spect of every one whose respect 
is worth havingag though they were. 
This particularly applies to woiuon who 
have reaohed or passed beyond the aga 
of 20. What naay be readily overlook- 
ed in tlie .schoolgirl of 15 will not be 
forgivt!!! in her sister of maturer years. 
In no other country are unmarried wo- 
men allowed so inucli freedom as in our. 
In view of tlie disastrous results of this 
custom it would seem to be the part of 
wi.sdom to adopt the Old World fashion 
of chaperons. If, however, the girls and 
young women can bo made to under- 
stand the use of liberty and will con- 
duct tlienisolves accordingly, the mash- 
er's avocation will bo gone and he will 
gradually disappear from the public 
pluce.s.
